McGill students 
divided on R AEU

Student opinion on whether 
McGill should join the provin- 
cial university student group 
RAEU (Regroupement des 
Association Etudiants Universi- 
taires) is widely divided if 
Thursday night’s Students’ 
Society open meeting is any 
indication. 

The majority of questions 
fielded at the meeting were 
about RAEU and ANEQ, a 
larger provincial student asso- 
ciation comprised of CEGEPs 
and universities, RAEU was a 
subunit of ANEQ until last 
Sunday when it broke away. 

Students’ Society vp external 
Benoit Laurin told the 40-some 
member audience that he found 



vote policy" was criticized by 
Nell Wiener, law representative 
to Students’ council. 

“A majority of schools on an 
issue is not a majority of 
students," he said. 

Couture replied that RAEU 
too had a "one vote - one 
school policy" and that there 
were no guarantees that McGill 
would be better represented 
within RAEU than in ANEQ. 

Questioned as to his man- 
date in voting for RAEU to 
break away from ANEQ, Laurin 
said he had the support of 
council, and that while 175 
students had signed a petition 
catling for an open meeting on 
the subject before the split, he 
didn’t "see them here." 



Zimbabwe: 
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Civil strife takes 60 lives a day

.Civil strife in Rhodesia is 
taking an average toll of 60 lives 
a day, said a volunteer of the 
Canadian University Service 
Overseas (CUSO). 

"With about 90 per cent of 
the country under martial law, 
the situation is becoming 
Increasingly desperate. Smith 
is now clearly dealing from a 
position of weakness," said 
Doug Miller, who has recently 
returned from three years work 
with Rhodesian refugees in 
Zambia. 

Speaking on the refugee 



situation at a CUSO meeting 
Tuesday, Miller discussed the 
development of the Zimbabwe 
liberation struggle and the 
nature of CUSO's humanitarian 
aid to the hundreds of thou- 
sands who have been forced to 
flee the country. 

The liberation movements of 
the Patriotic Front, he said, are 
not simply guerrilla armies 
representing external forces. 
The Zambian-based Zimbabwe 
African People’s Union (ZAPU) 
and the Mozambique-based 
Zimbabwe African National 
Union (ZANU) both enjoy wide

bases of popular support. They 
are active in all aspects of the 
exiled people’s lives and are 
already providing a higher level 
of education in the refugee 
camps than was ever available 
to blacks in Rhodesia, he said. 

Working alongside United 
Nations’ Specialized Agencies 
and several church groups, 
CUSO is responsible for 
chanelllng an annual $150,000' 
In Canadian Government grants 
to the refugees. 

The projects are undertaken 
primarily to provide shelter and 



basic social sen/ices, such as 
nurseries and health care. They 
are designed to permit the 
people a greater degree of 
self-reliance. 

"The battle for the liberation 
of Southern Africa is advancing 
very rapidly, but It is a story of 
Immense human suffering," 
said Miller. 

“The Issue of the ’Boat 
People’ pales rapidly beside the 
spectte of nearly 30 million 
Africans being subjected to the 
most brutal and degrading 
forms of racist oppression." 



the structure of ANEQ hard to 
deal with. ANEQ’s constitu- 
tion calls for student general 
assemblies before major 
decisions are made whereas 
RAEU is responsible to student 
councils. 

Said Laurin: “ANEQ may 
have great Ideas but it Is of- 
ten criticized for representing 
Its leaders’ Interests. RAEU 
doesn't have that problem yet. 
All’ ANEQ’s democracy is time 
consuming and a few people 
end up controlling it." 

Francois Couture, a repre- 
sentative of ANEQ present at 
the meeting, emphasized the 
importance of general meetings 
and said they could not be 
sacrificed for the sake of 
efficiency. 

ANEQ’s "one school - one

of Students (NUS) told the 
audience that NUS recognizes 
"ANEQ as the sole representa- 
tive of Quebec students." 

"NUS and ANEQ don’t allow 
students’ councils the right to 
break away or quit because It 
can't be subject to their whims. 
It's a moral Issue if McGill 
students want to be part of this 
breakaway union," Regan told 
the meeting. 

RAEU also came under fire 
for what one audience member 
called "a lack of concrete policy 
that costs $8,000." 

Laurln denied this noting 
that RAEU has made policy 
decisions on Issues such as 
busfare and university liquor 
licences. 



China modernizes, not westernizes

China Is modernizing not 
westernizing, Chinese anthro- 
pologist Dr. Fel Hsiao-tung 
told a McGill audience of more 
than 200 Thursday night. 

"Other developing countries 
are mistaking westernization 
for modernization. It will lead 
to economic inbalance and 
social disintegration. But 
China is seeking its own trail to 
modernization," said Fel. 

Appearing at McGill as this 
year's Cummings lecturer Fel, a 
recently rehabilitated refugee 
of the Cultural revolution, 
discussed China’s future and 
Its minorities. 

“Since the liberation In 1949 
more than 56 nationalities have 
been recognized, one of them 
as recently as this year," he 
said. i > 



The largest national group 
within China’s population of 
900 million are the Hans who 
account for 94 per cent of the 
total. The other 55 nationali- 
ties, called minorities for 
obvious reasons, make up the 
remaining six per cent, he said. 

Because of the country’s vast 
geography, history and cul- 
tures large social and economic 
gaps exist between the Hans 
and the minorities, said Fel. To 
this day the differences "have 
not been completely elimin- 
ated." 

Fel said the Chinese leader- 
ship, pre and post Gang of 
Four, have given the minorities 
“national regional autonomy" 
In order to allow them to 
modernize at their own pace. 



The central government is 
trying to eliminate the "social 1 



economic differences" between 
the nationalities and not the 
"ethnic characteristics," he 
said. 

Th,e policy of. modernization 
Is an attempt to close the 
economic gap that exists 
between China and -the rest of 
the world, he said, but by doing 
so China doesn't wish "to 
widen the internal gaps.” 

Other countries Intent on 
modernization have harmed 
their internal economies and 
created rifts between ethnic 
groups, "physical and manual 
workers and agricultural and 
Industrial employees." 

"China will remember not to 
committ similar mistakes," 
said Fei. 

"The modernization of China 



will bring about a closer 
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’ association of her peoples." 



Fel did not elaborate the 
distinctions he made between 
modernization and westerniza- 
tion although he did say, in 
response to a questioner, that 
China's new policies have 
helped "the young people to 
learn how to dance. But that Is 
not the way to modernize. 
Certainly we like to amuse 
ourselves." 

Another questioner asked if 
the minorities were permitted 
freedom of religion. 

Fel said 10 nationalities 
believed In Islam but that was 
before the radicals took power. 

"In the last ten years the 
Gang of Four stopped that 
policy. But our constitution 
clearly, stipulates people 
should have the freedom of 
belief."

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Cyclists want rights

1 * The only access to the city for 
dally South Shore cycle 
commuters Is the dangerous 
Jacques Cartier Bridge. 

„ The metro demands of the 
cyclists are meagre considering 
the fact that P.A.T.H. In New 
York and New Jersey have 
allowed cyclists use of the 

* subway for seven years. Oslo, 
Liverpool, Manchester, Sidney 
and one line in London have 
also allowed cyclists to use the 

4 metro on a restricted basis, and 
hav e had no problems. 



In a report made public this 
summer, MUCTC chairman 
Lawrence Hanigan argues 
against letting cyclists In the 
metro because of the supposed 
dangers to the other passen- 
gers. Both Le Devoir and the 
Gazette criticized his decision 
In editorials this summer. Le 
Devoir said the decision 
excludes a whole group of 
potential passengers whose 
fares are sorely needed by the 
MUCTC. 

Both the papers consider 
Hanigan’s report biased and 
unconvincing. The danger to 
other passengers is overdra- 
matized, they said, considering 
the facLthat baby carriages, 
toboggans, skis and large back 
packs are allowed on the metro. 

The Gazette also accused 
Hanigan of bad research, since 
his report noted that cyllsts 
would want to use the lines at 
rush hours, which was not one 
of their demands. 

Hanigan also argued In the 
report, that cyclists would ride 
their bicycles on the platforms, 
a problem nonexistent In cities 
which allow bicycles on their 
-subways. The Gazette con- 
cluded that bad research makes 
for bad decisions, and that 
Hanigan should rèview the 

ISSU6. 

But It Is not only the MUCTC 
which can be faulted for cycle 
discrimination, the city too is at 
fault since no safe bridge 
access to the city exists. 

Prior to 1954 Victoria Bridge 
was divided Into three paths: 
one for railway, one for 
bicycles and one for pedes- 
trians. These paths were 
destroyed by the CNR which 
replaced them with two-car 
lanes.

of alternative transport 
methods such as the tramway 
and the bicycle, in favour of the 
automobile and bus, Is well 
documented. 

In 1938 General Motors, 
Firestone and Standard Oil 
formed a company called 
National City Lines, for the sole 
purpose of destroying tramway 
tracks and to build the “high- 
ways of the future." The use of 
electric streetcars was phased 
out In the early fifties, although 
energy experts now realize that 
the tramways are more energy 
efficient and quicker. 

It has become a platitude to 
say that alternative sources of 
energy and alternative methods 
of transportation should be 
explored. Nevertheless It 
remains a fact that while 
governments repeat these 
platitudes little has been done.

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1. Article 35 of Bill 101 prohibits a professional corporation from issuing a license to 
practice in the Province of Quebec, “except to persons whose knowledge of the of- 
ficial language is appropriate to the practice of their profession.” In other words all 
professionals now graduating from Quebec institutions can get a permanent license 
to work at their chosen occupation only by receiving from the OFFICE DE LA 
LANGUE FRANÇAISE an ATTESTATION that they have a knowledge of French 
appropriate to the exercise of their profession. ' 



2. Any professional graduating from a Quebec institution without this ATTESTATION 
at present can work at his profession on a Temporary Permit for up to 3 years while 
continuing to seek his ATTESTATION. 

3. After December 31, 1980 any such professional will no longer be able to get a 
Temporary Permit to work at his chosen occupation until he gets his AT- 
TESTATION, according to Article 39 of Bill 101. Yet professionals from other 
provinces of Canada and from other countries will continue to have access to 
Temporary Permits to work after 1980. 



4. So Article 39 will effectively deprive many professionals, trained here at great e 
pense, of the right to work at their chosen occupation.
